Chicago Crodk Leads Revolt. 

It was at the early morning parade, shert- 
ly before 7 o'clock, that the leaders of the 
insurrection showed their hands. The bugle 
just had sounded the signa! for the prison- 
ers to march to the overall factory when 
Walter Norton, an old time Chicago crook, 
stepped from the ranks defiantly. : 

“Not for ours, he cried, “the time has 
come for us to down you fellows and we are 
going to do it. We don't leave here until you 
force us to.” 

A moment later Norton was joined by Peter 
Gentleman and Adam Burns, both sent to 
the penal institution from the west side 
levee district of Chicago for robbery. 

“And we're with him, every inch,” the 
two men said, at the same time permitting the 
glistening points of chisels to show from be- 
neath their overalis. The weapons evi- 
dently had been stolen from the factory. 


Officials Cut Off Retreat. 
Capt. Moses Luke, the successor of Capt. A. 
J. Renoe as disciplinarian, immediately sent 
in a riot call for all guards avatiable, 
„Come on, boys, screamed the leader of 


marching to the dining hall the entire mass 
of uniformed men marched across the parade 
grounds toward the leaning fence and pointed 
rifles of the guards upon its top. 

While the guards who were going off duty 
returned with reinfércements, Capt. Luke 
and several underofficials made a rush and 
by what they admit to be a lucky chance 
succeeded in cutting off the ringleaders. The 
three men under Norton evidently intended to 
fight it out and struck flercely at the guards, 
but they were beaten back by well applied 
“sappers" and retreated to a celihouse. 
Here they were reinforcdi with a few 
stragglers. 0 
The reinforced and armed guards forced the 
mutineers back up the stairs along the lightly 
railed passageways overlooking the stone 
court below until the wounded and bleeding 
convicte were herded into a “ blind qell at 
the far end of the fifth tier. 


Single Combat of Leaders. 

Capt. Luke succeeded in getting clos- 
enough to Norton, the leader, to engage in a 
hand to hand combat. The new disciplinarian 
is considerably smaller than the convict, but 
he succeeded in twisting him out of the cell 
and close to the iron railing, where a slip 
would have meant a fall of forty feet and cer- 
tain death for both of the men. 

A sudden jolt carried Norton to the floor 
and in an instant he was overpowered. A 
few minutes later Gentleman and Burns also 
were overpowered and the subjugation of the 
other mutineers in the celhouse was but 


In the meantime the guards had had a deli- 
cate situation on their hands with the mass 
of undecided convicts which was wavering 
before the wooden wall. 

“Tf one of you advances to this fence, down 
you go,” shouted the guard, training his rifle 
at the mass of men. 

If anything further was needed, it was sup- 
plied by Supt. Mallary, who arose from a 
sick bed and looked from a window at the tur- 
moil which, he feared, was a realization of 
his prophetic words when a witness before 
the asylum investigating committee. 

Boys, march on tothe factory. Take your 
usual places, and everything will be all 
right,” said Mr. Mallary in even tones. 
Cowed, the men slowly marched into the 
overall factory. They were quiet, but a 
single/blow would have been enough to fire 
them into open revolt. 


Inquiry Into Another Death. 

Almost as exciting, although safer for 
those who participated in them, were the 
developments of the day at the session of 
the investigating committee. First, Repre- 
sentative John J. McLaughlin unearthed de- 
tails of another death at the institution 
which will be investigated by the committee 
as thoroughly as that of the Hamlin boy. 
The new case is that of James Williams, 
who was killed on April 6, 1904. According 
to evidence heard by the coroner’s jury, 
which was dug up by the investigator 
at the court house, Williams sustained 
the injuries which proved fatal in a 
fight with another inmate, Danie! Shea. and 
a guard, A. D. Burrell. Burrell, according 
to the evidence, struck Williams a crushing 
blow on the head with a stool after Williams 
had been stabbed by Shea with a chisel. Both 
5 the men were exonerated by the coronér’s 
ury. . 

“I cannot understand why the guard 
would strike a man with a stool if he al- 
ready was fatally injured,” said Mr. Mo- 
Laughlin after studying the evidence. 
“ What is more, I don't know why this in- 
mate should immediately be exonerated.” 
Capt. Rénoe and former Guard. Frank 
Lewis, who were dismissed from the service 
of the reformatory after the death of young 
Hamlin, again were closely examined on 
the mysterious circumstances which led up 
to the death of the boy, with the result that 
Lewis made several admissions which he

MRS, GOULD'S FATHER INSANE? 


Man Sent to Asylum Said to Be 
Kathrine Clemmons’ Kin. 


UPSETS INDIAN LEGEND.“ 


Story He Was Killed by Redskins Ap- 
parently Untrue. 


Pittsfield, III., March 9.—[ Special. I—Shelby 
Perry Clemens, said by the court authorities 
here to be the father of Kathrine Clemmons 
Gould, wife of Howard Gould, has been com- 
mitted to the Central Asylum for the Insane 
at Jacksonville. 

Mr. Clemens, who is a well to do resident 
of Milton, underwent an inquiry as to his 
sanity in the Probate court here on Friday, 
Judge Grote deciding he was mentally unbal- 
anced. His affiiction, it is said, is due indi- 
rectly to a stroke of paralysis suffered a few 
years ago. 

According to the testimony at the insanity 
‘inquiry, Mr. Clemens, who is about 70 years 
old, has been married twice. His first wife 
was ‘a daughter of Col. Thomas M. Kirkpat- 
rick, whose home was in Winchester. They 
had two children, Ella and Kathrine. Clem- 
ens secured a divorce and the mother and the 
two girls left for California, after the elder, 
Ella, had married and left Charlies Watts 
of Milton. There the elder girl took up slum 
work and a few years ago was wedded to a 
Chinaman. 


Kathrine Goes on Stage. 
Kathrine Clemens, changing the spelling 
of her surname to Clemmons, went on the 
stage. It was several years later that she 
met Howard Gould, the wealthy New Yorker, 
and became his bride. This marriage re- 
sulted recently in a triangular contest in and 
out of the courts between Gould, his wife, and 
Col. W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill. 

In the meantime Clemens married again. 
One of his sons by this second marriage is 
Nolan Clemens of St. Louis, who holds a 
professorship in a commercial college there. 
Two daughters by the second marriage live 
in Pike county. The second wife died sev- 
eral years ago. 

Clemens now is blind and unable to care 
for himself. He has heard but infrequently 
from his daughter Kathrine since she became 
the bride of Gould, and this, added to the sor- 
row caused by the marriage of the elder girl, 
Ella, appears to weigh heavily on his mind 


Sister’s Story Aids Relationship. 
The assertion that Clemens is the real fa- 
ther of Mrs. Gould is borne out in the state- 
ments of her sister, Mrs. Sun Yue of San 
Francisco. In an interview at the time of her 
marriage to the San Francisco Chinaman she 
said: 

“ My grandfather, Col. Thomas Kilpatrick, 
intimate friend of Lincoln, stumped the east- 
ern states for three years with Harriet: 
Beecher Stowe in the interests of higher edu- 
cation. 

A strange contradiction to this appears, 
however, in a Gescription to the Clemens 
family, published just after Kathrine decided 
to go on the stage. This saya: 

„Miss Clemmons’ father was an officer tn 
the regular army. He was detailed to service 
against the Indians in North Dakota. His 
wife and two children went with him. 
One day, accompanied by a small force, 
the father and baby Kathrine were cut off 
from the fort by Indiana. Clemens and all of 
the soldiers were killed. 

W. F. Cody (Buffalo Buh, then a scout 
in the army, wes sent to investigate their ab- 
sence. He found the dead soldiers grouped 
about a covered wagon from which came 
a small wai]. Buffalo Bill began an investi- 
gation, and within the wagon he found baby

Wording) of Ballot Petition. 


It is probabl@ although by no means cer- 
tain, that the election commigsioners will 
place the Sunday saloon question on the bal- 
lots in spite of its phrasing. Some of the 
commissioners believe that the phraseology 
was the result of some careful planning on 
the part of the men interested in Sunday 
saloons and is intended to get the votes both 
of citizens who would have saloons if there 
were no law prohibiting them and of citizens 
who would vote for them regardless of law. 

There would be no hesitation on the part of 
the county judge or the election commission- 
ers if the petition had asked for the sub- 
mission of the question of repealing the Sun- 
day closing law, or if it had been phrased 
in such a manner as not to indicate that the 
question was whether or not a law should be 
enforced. 

The attorneys for the prohibition organiza- 
tions which ‘are fighting the proposition to 
submit the question contend that in its pres- 
ent form it means nothing other than a refer- 
endum on the question of enforcement, and 
the election commissioners admit that such 
a question is not 4 matter of public policy. 


Question Ns Complicated. 


“The men Who wanted the question sub- 
mitted have not been entirely fair,’’ said one 
of the commissioners, and this is making 
the trouble. Their purpose would have been 
served just as well if they had made the ques- 
tion one regarding the repeal of the Sunday 
closing law or a general question as to wheth- 
er the city wanted or did not want Sunday 
saloons. They refused, however, to admit 
that there was a Sunday closing lew or to 
recognize it in any manner and consequently 
the question asks whether or not saloons 
should be closed on Sunday. 

What we are trying to determine is 
whether the voters will know what they are 
voting on. One man might vote no because 
he believed there should be no Sunday closing 
law. Another might vote ‘no’ because he 
wanted the saloons open, law or nolaw. The 
question is so complicated that I do not be- 
lieve any of us know what our decision will 
be. ;

Attorney Sims. His view of the law vas. 
accepted by the attorney general himself 
after a series of conferences here in Wash- 


ington. 

The opinion of those lawyers in the de- 
partment who sided with the Standard Oil 
position was discarded, and the brief sub- 
mitted by the district attorney to the at- 
torney general was and still is the founda- 
tion stone of the celebrated Standard Oil 
case at Chicago. 

It is only fair to say that no prosecuting 
attorney of the United States government 
has been so successful in the last decade as 
the district attorney at Chicago in this last 
case, and the attorney general and president 
of the United States would be the last to 
dispute this fact. 

As regards the Walsh case, the facts, as I 
have said, are wholly at variance with the 
statements made in the article printed in 
the weekly paper. 

In its beginning and ending the Walsh case 
was absolutely the reverse of the Standard 
Oil case. ; 

The defendant, as he subsequently came to 
be, vigorously protested his innocence of any 
attempt to defraud. He declared thet his 
violations of the law merely were matters of 
bookkeeping, and that he had done nothing 
which was not done daily by the most con- 
servative banks in the country. 

Both the controler of the currency and the 
district attorney felt that possiby there might 
be some truth in this statement. The case was 
one fof the jury to decide as to the facts. 
As to the question of intent, it was a ques- 
tion of evidence, and those familiar with the 
history of the case are aware that many good 
lawyers believed the evidence to be insuf- 
ficient to secure a conviction. ° 

It was even said at first that the grand jury 
would refuse to indict, and this position was 
maintained by some officers of the govern- 
ment, who believed that Mr. Walsh should 
be punished, but did not think the testimony 
could be properly put before a jury to secure 
a conviction. 


Sims’ Attitude on Record. 

At this stage of the proceedings the atti- 
tude of District Attorney Sims also is a mat- 
ter of record. He had a number of con- 
ferences with the attorney general and oth- 
ers in the department of justice. 

He admitted that in some particulars the 
case for the prosecution was weak in the 
matter of evidence of intent te commit 
fraud. 

He took the position, however, that there 
was certainly enough evidence to indict, and 
that the government owed it to the people to 
make every effort to bring the supposed 
offender to punishment, even if a convic- 
tion did not seem probable at the outset. 

Taking adVantage of the admitted weak- 
ness of the government’s case and of the 
continued protestations of innocence on the 
part of the offender, powerful influences 
were set at work in Mr. Walsh's behalf. 

The district attorney was appealed to by 
personal friends of the banker, and an effort 
was made to show that Mr. Walsh had never 
been intentionally guilty of fraudulent prac- 


tices. 
Wires Pulled in Vain. 


Other friends of the banker asked the dis- 
trict attorney to let up’’ for political and 
social reasons. Republicans high in the 
counsels of the party appealed on behalf of 
Mr. Walsh and his lieutenant in the bank, 
who had fought many battles of the party in 
Cook. county. 

Knowing of these and in spite of the ap- 
parent insufficiency of evidence, District At- 
torney Sims reported the facts to Washing- 
ton, and in another conference at the depart- 
ment of justice still recommended prosecu- 
tion. 

In this attitude the district attorney was 
finally sustained by the attorney general. 
He decided that the government would be 
remiss if it did not present the case to the 
grand jury, and, if indictment was secured, 
it would be equally unfaithful ff it did not 
prosecute the case to the best of its ability. 

The attorney general was appealed to by 
the same friends of the banker. The same 
arguments, legal, personal, social, and po- 
litical, were presented to the department of 
justice. 

The attorney general sustained the district 
attorney and ordered the cage to proceed. 


Roosevelt Hears Pleas. 


Then the scene was transferred to the 
White house. Various people personally 
known to President Roosevelt asked him to 
interfere. They represented the social and 
financial rank of the banker, told of his po- 
litical services during the McKinley cam- 
paign, recited the alleged insufficiency of evi- 
dence, and requested, demanded, and im- 
plored the abandonment of the prosecution 
on the ground of law, politics, and mercy. 

It is equally a matter of proof that after 
listening to thése importunities for a consid- 
erable length of time, President Roosevelt 
himself sent out to Chicago and directed per- 
sonally that the district attorney should 
make a special report, giving his unbissed 
judgment as to the law in the case, the suffi- 
ciency of the evidence, and the chances of 
conviction in case of prosecution. 

As a result of this instruction of President 
Roosevelt, the matter was subsequently 
brought up at a cabinet meeting. The out- 
line of the evidence submitted by District 
Attorney Sims was submitted at that meet- 
ing to the attorney general and to Secretaries 
Root and Taft, the legal advisers of the ad- 
ministration. 

Bankers’ Lobby Turned Down. 

The result of this was the direction given 
by President Roosevelt, through the attor- 
ney general, to the district attorney, telling 
him to follow the course originally marked 
out by him. 

At the same time the tremendous lobby 
which had sought to influence the president 
in behalf of Mr. Walsh were told that the 
case was no longer considered one in which 
personal influence should have the slightest 
bearing, and that the district attorney had 
been instructed to proceed along the original 
line suggested by him. 2 

These facts are so well known that it is 
strange that a magazine which gathered 
such an array of arguments against the re- 
election of Senator Hopkins should have 
weakened its case by such an unnecessary 
attack upon the most successful district at- 
torney in the service of the government to-

San Francisco, Cal., March 9.—[{Special.]— 
The state Supreme court today refused a re- 
hearing in the case of former Mor Eugene 
E. Schmitz, convicted of extortion and sen- 
tenced to five years in the penitentiary. The 
opinion, which was unanimous, sustains the 
decision of the District Court of Appeals, 
which sustained the demurrer to the indict- 
ment and ordered the discharge of the de- 
fendant on the ground that under the lew 
no offense had been committed. 

The former mayor's lawyers tomorrow will 
make application for ball, and they declare 
they have assurances from wealthy friends 
of the former mayor that they will furnish 
any amount required. . 


Trial on Other: ges Possible. 
Although the authorities must allow the 
opening. of Schmitz’s cell so far as the 
French restaurant extortion charges are 
concerned, there are 110 other indictments 
on which he can be tried if the graft prosecu- 
tion sees fit to proceed against him. To- 
day’s decision is looked upon only as the re- 
sult of a technical legal view of the case. 
The application for the rehearing of the 
case was made by State's Attorney General 
Webb, who was acting in the interest of the 
graft prosecution. The main points of the 
court's decision are these: 


There is absolutely no merit in the contention 
of the respondent that the appeal was prenja- 
turely taken and hence should be dismissed. 

This court is unanimous in the opinion that 
the District Court of Appeals was correct in its 
conclusion that the indictment was insufficient, 
in that it did not show that the specific injury to 
the property of the restaurant keepers threat- 
ened by the defendant was ‘‘ unlawful injury.“ 


Gives Schmitz and Ruef Hope. 

The Supreme court judges show by refer- 
enves to the California statutes this defect 
of the indictment. Then they declare that 
the indictment does not specify. as it should, 
that Schmitz was the mayor of the city and 
Ruef the political boss, and that they had 
power over the police commissioners to take 
away the license of the restaurant keepers 
who violated their demands. 

The result of this decision will be to give 
both Schmitz and Ruef great confidence in 
ultimate acquittal. Prosecutor Heney, who 
is the head of graft prosecution, declares that 
it will make no change in his plan. He 
simply. proposes to try Schmitz and Ruef on 
another indictment. Ruef will be tried on 
the charge of bribing Supervisor Coleman in 
the trolley deal, and Schmitz probably will 
be tried on a similar charge. Much of the 
failure ot tne prosecution in this case was 
due to Heney’s methoas. 

One curious result of the recent events is 
to bring together Ruef and Schmitz, who 
have been bitter enemies ever since Ruef 
made his spectacular confession. The two 
are now close friends again and their law- 
yers are acting in harmony. 


Arrest Ends Meteoric Career. 


The conviction of Eugene Schmitz on the 
charge of extortion and his sentence to five 
years in the penitentiary ended one of the 
most remarkable political careers in the his- 
tory of the United States. 

From the position of a humble musician 
— 4 man rose in a few wars to the office 
of mayor of San Francisco and became a 
power in the state politics. Union labor was 
the ladder up which Ruef boosted Schmitz to 
the high office. The musician had been a 
labor leader before the boss picked him out 
and the labor party elected him to head the 
city government for the third consecutive 
term in the face of opposition by both re- 
publicans and democrats. 

At the time of his first election Schnitts 
had practically nothing in the way of wealth, 
but during his third term he began to be 
accounted a rich man, and had built a $30,000 
mansion in the most fashionable part of the 
city. 

Their suspicions aroused, District Attorney 
Langdon, Special Prosecutor Heney, and 
other officials, backed by Rudolph Spreckels, 
began an investigation which ended in a 
grand jury investigation. 

The result was the indictment of Schmitz 
and Ruef in November, 1906, on five charges 
accusing them of extortion. They were 
charged with having collected huge sumg of 
money from persons seeking favors — 4 
city, especially from the keepers of the

character. Schmitz was in Europe at the 
time, but hurried home upon the request of 
Ruef, prepared to stand trial. Ruef himself 
pleaded guilty. 

The long legal battle which followed fur- 
nished an opportunity for the uncovering of 
a gigantic system of graft, in which the 
mayor, the boss, and the supervisors all

Lord Tweedmouth concluded by assuring 
the house of his firm belief that the course 
adopted wae a good one and calculated to do 
what everybody so earnestly desired—name- 
ly, foster a good understanding between the 
German empire and Great Britain.

Another day will see the valleye of the 
Little Calumet and Kankakee rivers under 
water unless the flood subsides, according to 
information received last night from Ham- 
mond, Ind. South of Black Oak the Nickel 
Plate tracks are under seven inches of water 
for a distance of a mile and a quarter.

Lord Tweedmouth should not have al- 
lowed the fact that thé emperor had writ- 
ten him to get out, for he might have 
known what the consequences would be 
in view of the jealous and suspicious 
mood of his countrymen as regards Ger- 
many. The emperor, though actuated, no 
doubt, by the best of motives, should not 
have written to a person holding the posi- 
tion Lord Tweedmouth does unless he was 
sure of privacy. For the emperor is well 
aware of the distrust of Germany which 
prevails in England.

BATTLING WITH CONSUMPTION. 


The IIlinois state board of health is 
exerting a widespread influence in connec- 
tion with the movement against tuberculo- 
sis.

Health officials in other states began to 
call for copies, considering it by far the 
best thing of ite kind.

The laté Ki Leopold of Belgium, until 
his death in and particularly during the 
reign of King William IV., and in the first 
fifteen years after the accession of his niece, 
Queen Victoria, was in constant personal 
oorrespondence with the English cabinet 
ministers, notably with Lord Melbourne and | 
Lord Aberdeen, and there ts no doubt that 
this intercourse was in a number of instances 
of considerable advantage to the British’ 
empire. 

Napoleon, ILI. corresponded freely with 


Victor Emmanuel, without any objection on 
the part of the latter, while the published 
letters and memoirs of the great Prince Tal- 
leyrand, and also. of his equally celebrated 
eontemporary, Prince Metternich, the chan- 
cellor of the Austrian empire during the first 
half of the nineteenth century, show the 
extent to which they were in direct personal 
‘correspondence with foreign rulers. 

King Edward, who enjoys so well deserved 
a reputation for tact in such matters, has 
both written and telegraphed to French pre- 
miers and ministers of foreign affairs. 

No one has ever dreamt of taking exception 
to calls made by cabinet ministers on for- 
eign sovereigns, or to audiences granted by 
the latter to cabinet ministers of friendly 
powers. 

In fact, it would dia comment if there 
were any absence of personal intercourse of 
this kind, and dt is difficult to see what pos- 
sible difference. there can be between long 
personal interviews of cabinet ministers with 
foreign rulers on the one hand and personel 
correspondence by letter between them on the 
other. 

Anything that is calculated to promote a 
better understanding between nations is to 
be commended, and if friendly personal in- 
tercourse, either verbal or by letter, can con- 
tribute to this in any way, as it undoubtedly 
“must, it is foolish to indulge in such denun- 
ciations as those of the London * 

— 


Royal and imperial letters, no . how 
well meant, are apt, however, at times to stir 
up trouble in a most disconcérting, surpris- 
ing, and altogether unaccountable manner, 
ae the crown prince of Servia has just found 
to his cost. 

He is now of age, and the Pasi¢z cabinet, in 
submitting the budget to the national assem- 
bly at Belgrade, included therein the pro- 
posal for a vote of $00,000 a year as annual 
allowance for the heir apparent. 

The latter, who has been vastly improved 
by his extended tour abroad under the strict- 
est incognito, patriotically and creditably an- 
nounced to the prime minister that, in view of 
the condition of the national finances of 
Servia this year, and of the more pressing ne- 
cessities of the state, he could not dream of 
accepting the proposed allowance, and that 
he preferred that the grant ‘should be de- 
ferred until conditions in the om were 
improved. 

In order that there might be no misunder- 
standing about the matter, he wrote a few 
words to the same effect to Stoyanovitch, the 
leader of the opposition, with whom he 16 
well acquainted. 

The prime minister and the cabinet took 
exception to this patriotic message of the 
prince to the leader of the opposition, declar- 
ing that it was calculated to impair the 
prestige and the authority of the adminis- 
tration, and that the opposition would doubt- 
less take advantage of the prince’s letter to 
attack the government for demanding an al- 
lowance for the heir apparent which the lat- 
ter did not want. 

Much disconcerted, Prince George there- 
upon, in order that there might be no mis- 
take, addressed a letter to the same effect to 
the president of the national assembly, but | 
received in reply a communication from the 
latter informing him that according to the 
terms of the constitution the heir to the 
throne had no right to address himself di- 
rectly to the national assembly, save through 
the intermediary of the king or of his cabinet. 

So many stories reflecting in an unpleasant 
manner upon the conduct of this particular 
crown prince have been published since his 
father’s accession to the throne that it is only 
fair to him that the manifestations of good 
feeling and of patriotism which he has just 
given in connection with his projected al- 
lowance should be made publicly known, as 
well as the disappointing manner in which 
his endeavors to do the right thing have been 
received, by both the Servian cabinet and. 
by the national legislature at Belgrade.

No more striking indication of the deter- 
mination of the czar and of his government 
to keep good faith with England in connection 
with the recen@y concluded treaty of Great 
Britain and Russia on the subject.of Persia 
could be furnished than by the appointment 
of Poklewski-Kosel to the post of Muscovite 
minister plenipotentiary at Teheran. 

For Poklewski-Kosel, hitherto counselor 
of the Russian embassy in London, has been 
one of the particular favorites of King Ed- 
ward among the foreign diplomatic corps, 
sharing his friendship and regard almost to 
as great an extent as the Portuguese envoy, 
the marquis de Soveral. 

In fact, Poklewski-Kosel figures in nearly 

all the house partſes invited to meet the king 
dy the latter’s request. may be found at most 
of the private dinners which Edward VIL 
attends in London, and is a frequent and wel- 
come visitor at Sandringham and at Bal- 
moral. He is cheery, clever, well bred, and 
enormously rich; and had the good sense 
soon after his arrival in London to associate 
himself with Consuelo, duchess of Manches- 
ter, who in the early days of his stay in Eng- 
land was his social mentor and guide. 
He is always one of her guests when she 
entertains the king, either in London or at 
her Villa at Cowes during the famous regatta 
week. 

There is no doubt that in view of the per- 
sonal relations between himself and Poklew- 
ski-Kosel, Edward VII. will be more com- 
pletely at rest as to the loyalty of the Rus- 
sian government to the terms of its agree- 
ment on the subject of Persia with this par- 
ticular Muscovite diplomat at Teheran than 
he would be with any other envoy of the 
czar at the court of the shah.

It is admitted that the foregoing 
plan is for the purpose of reducing the cap- 
italigation of the American Steel Foundries 
to an amount on which dividends can be 
earned and regularly paid., It is pointed out 
that the committee has given the matter 
much thought and deliberation, and that 
the plan has been adopted entirely for the 
benefit of the stockholders, without any 
compensation to a syndicate or private in- 
dividuals. The plan ie said to be receiving 
tavorable consideration.

Solicitors for the larger concerns, having 
@ecured partial lists of their competitors’ 
@ustomers, have made house to house can- 
vasees, armed with reports of the analysis 
of their supplies. When argument has failed 


to arouse favorable consideration upon the | 


Art visit, they have made second attempts. 
They did not confine their remarks to “ boost- 
ing” their own wares, but went the full 
fength of criticism of the depots, equipment, 
and method of their opponents. 


Free Samples Are Distributed. 


When they had “talked themselves out 
fm vain, permission to bring samples of milk 
and cream the use of which would support 
their contentions was requested, and, almost 
without exception, was granted. In several 

three or four bottles were left as 
the material for a test.“ 

This condition was brought about as a 
resuit of the competition between the milk 
companies which were indicted recently on 
charges of violating the anti-trust law and 
the independent concerns which refused to 
3 the price of milk last October. Those 

that mereased the cost from 7 to 8 cents 
& quart a few months ago lost hundreds of 
customers, who turned their patronage to 
the smaller dealers. 

When the kingpin of the alleged combina- 
tien, the Borden company, dropped back 
to the old« figure, all of its allies followed 
suit, and, once more on an even footing with 
the independents. began the fight for the 
ground they had lost. Staffs of solicitors 
were increased, and the men were sent out 
with instructions to spare neither time nor 
@mpense to get “the other fellow’s” cus- 
tomers. 


Effort to Crush Rivals Alleged. 


It's just a part of the game,” declared 
Charlies G. Wieland of the Wieland Dairy 
company, “and one we hag been expecting. 
The Borden company and some of the others 
lost many customers during the last four 
months and it was willing to sacrifice a 
great deal to get them back. 

“The policy of these companies is to lose 
money right and left if it is necessary until 
they have captured the field. Selling at 7 
eéfits means a loss of nearly a cent on every 
bottle, but I believe they will continue it for 
several months. At the price we are paying 
the farmers now that will mean the killing 
off of a lot of small dealers, and that is what 
they want. 

“They don't want to permit the existence of 

y who will not come in on their agree- 
nt. We find them after us all the time. 
Bight months ago they put up a big plant al- 
most beside our factory at Richmond and at- 
tempted to shut off our supply. They haven't 
succeeded in doing it and we shall stick in the 
game. There are séven of us boye and if they 
are willing to spend their money this way I 
guess we can do it. Weare all buying new 
overalls now and expect to get down to work, 
Going the manual labor if we have to.”

POLICE PROMOTIONS AT HAND 


Order to Issue Today Naming 
Inspectors and Other Officers. 


$200 CLAIM ON THE CITY. 


Indiana Harbor People Drenched in 
Passing Monadnock Block. 


The forthcoming police order creating two 
new inspectorships and promoting a num- 
ber of tains, Heutenants, and sergeants 
is to de issued today by Chief Shippy.* The 
chief submitted the appointments yesterday 
afternoon to Mayor Busse, who approved the 
changes. 

Although great secrecy has been observed 
in regard to the promotions, the general na- 
ture of the order is known. Capt. James 
Clancy and Capt. Edward McCann are slated 
for the new inspectorships, the former in 
a new division with headquarters at the 
stockyards and the latter in the downtown 
strict. 

Capt. Dorman of the South Chicago com- 
mand is said to have been selected as acting 
inspector of the northwest division until 
the recovery of Inspector Kelly, who is 
seriously ill. Lieuts. Charles Healy of the 
mounted police, John Halpin of the detective 
bureau, Stephen Wood of the Thirteenth 

station, and Max Danner of the North 
Hals street station are slated for pro- 
motion to captaincies. 


Details of the Changes. 


It is understood Capt. Clancy is to stay at 
the stockyards station as inspector of that 
new district. Capt. McCann is to be brought 
downtown as inspectdr in command of the 
central detail. Lieut. Halpin as captain will 
relieve MoCann at Twenty-second street, 
Lieut. Wood will take Capt. Clancy’s place 
at the stockyards, and Lieut. Danner succeed 
Capt. Barcel, retired, at East Chicago ave- 
nue. Lieut. Healy as captain will command 
the mounted police. 

At the council meeting last evening an 
ordinance creating a new captain of police 
in charge of the mounted squad at a salary 
of $2,500 a year was passed. The pay of Capt. 
P. T. O’Brien of the detective force was also 
increased from $2,250 to 2.500. This new 
captaincy was what Chief Shippy was wait- 
ing for before issuing his general order. 


Complains of Monadnock Block. 


In a letter to Mayor Busse M. C. Fry- 
singer of Indiana Harbor demanded 6200 as 
damages to the health and comfort of his 
wife and Miss Linn, @ school teacher, who 
were drenched to the skin by kreasy water 
discharged from an exhaust pipe from the 
Monadnock building in Dearborn street. 

They were in the city shopping. he sald, 
and were forced to wear their wet, greasy 
clothing all day, and, besides having their 
clothing and hats, etc., ruined, they were 
compelled to suffer the humiliation of such 
an uncalled for acecident and the exposure to 
their health, as they were wet to their skin. 
The mayor referred the claim to Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Wetten, who said the 
city is not responsible for the Monadnock 
building.
